Are Your Preserves As Good in May As In September? 


Y 
OU know how to make your 
favorite jamB, tellies and pre­ 
serves, but do you know how to 
protect them? It Isn't sensible to 
spend time and money buying fruita 
and berries and making them Into 
tarns and jellies and then have them 
spoil, because a <ew simple rules 
are not followed. 
Observance of two watchwords 
mean successful preserving once 
your jams and jellies are made— 
cleanliness and a tight seal. The 
principle back of these two watch­ 
words Is the total exclusion of the 
micro-organisms in the air which 
cause 
spoilage. 
Your jams and 
Jellies while they are hot are prac­ 
tically sterile Turn your attention 
to the jars and their covers and 
even the sealing rings. Jars, glasses 
and covers should be thoroughly 
washed, then sterilized in boiling 
water. Fill them while they are 
still hot from the sterilizing water, 
and seal immediately so that air 
cannot enter 
The advantage of 
glass is that it can be so thoroughly 
and so quickly sterilized. 
Proper Seal Important 
If Jelly glasses are used, leave a 
Vi-inch space at the top. Cover at 
once with %-incb of hot paraffin, 
taking care that no air bubbles pre­ 
vent a complete seal over the top 
and around the edges. When cool, 
cover the glasses with scalded tiD 
covers 
If jars are used, be sure first that 
the lids are in perfect condition 
and that each jar has a lid that 
fits; make certain of this before 
the fruit is poured into the con- 
tainer The rubber ring that makes 
the seal airtight between the lid 
and the jar is of paramount im­ 
portance. It must be resilient and, 
of course, thoroughly clean. Be sure 
that the jars are tightly sealed as 
soon as they are filled. Do not at­ 
tempt to tighten the lids after the 
Jars have cooled, as this may break 
the seal. 
Variety of Jars and Glasses 
Great strides have been taken by 
the glass industry in supplying the 
housewife with a variety of scien­ 
tifically-designed jars and glasses to 
suit the purpose of every home pre­ 
server. There is the bail jar with 
the glass top fastened to the mouth 
of the jar with a spring wire clip; 
the jar with the two piece closure 
consisting of a glass or metal lid 
and metal screw band, and the type 
with the porcelain-lined zinc cap 
that screws down on the jar There 
are “w ide-m outh” and "regular- 
mouth” jars, large and small and 
square and round. Jelly glasses are 
available in a wide variety of sizes 
—all of them accompanied by the 
tin cap that has proven best for the 
purpose. 
Follow these rules carefully for 
success in preserving your pre­ 
serves o.mg and jellies. 


A slice of bread and jam or jelly right from their glasses and jar»—it’s a delicious American*tradition 
that will never grow old. 


Always use clean jars, glasses, 
rubbers and covers; sterilize them 
in boiling water and fill jars im ­ 
mediately while they are hot. 
^ Use fresh paraffin every time. 
Never melt and use over again as 
old paraffin often causes spoilage. 
Be sure that the lids fit perfect­ 
ly and that the rubber rings are 
m good condition. It is best to re­ 
new these rings every year. 
Do not fill jars or glasses too full. 
About half-inch space should be 
l°ft at the top.

Waldo Porter Johnson 


One hundred and 
twenty-two 
years ago this week, 
September 
16, 1817, Waldo Porter 
Johnson 
was born in Harrison county, Vir­ 
ginia. 
He emigrated to Missouri 
in 1842 and settled at 
Osceola, 
where for almost four decades he 
influenced Democratic politics in 
the southwest part of the State. 
Johnson’s colorful career cen­ 
tered around Missouri 
and 
its 
citizenry. 
At the opening of the 
Mexican war he enlisted, became 
a member of the First 
Missouri 
Regiment of Mounted Volunteers 
and went down the Santa Fe trail 
with Alexander W. Doniphan. 
Having been 
elected 
to 
the 
State legislature soon after 
his 
departure from Missouri, he 
was 
mustered out of the 
army 
and 
after a long hard trip arrived at 
Jefferson City on November 15, 
1846, the day before the opening 
of the 15th General Assembly. In 
spite of his lack of legislative ex­ 
perience, he was made chairman 
of two committees and was ap­ 
pointed 
on 
special 
committees 
also. 
His legislative record shows 
that he conscientiously served the 
interest of his St. Clair 
county 
constituency. 
Two years later Johnson 
be­ 
came circuit attorney and in 1851 
he was elected judue of the 7th 
judicial district, serving one year. 
He resigned from this 
position 
and during the next decade built 
up a lucrative law practice and 
acquired 
considerable 
property. 
His friendship for Thomas 
Hart 
Benton led him to become a can­ 
didate for the United States Sen­ 
ate in 1854. 
He was also one of 
five commissioners sent from Mis­ 
souri to the peace congress that 
met at Washington in 1861. 
Johnson 
favored 
the 
Union 
rather than secession, but be held 
that the question of slavery must 
be settled without damage to the 
rights of the southern people. His 
tendencies toward the Union, how- 


evr, led to his election in March, I 
1861, to the United States Senate' 
to succeed James S. Green, ani 
avowed secessionist. Oddly enough j 
Green retired to private life af­ 
ter his term in the Senate, while 
Johnson, who was chosen 
as 
a 
more conservative man. actively 
entered the war on the side of the 
Confederacy. 
Until his participa­ 
tion in the Senate, Johnson 
be­ 
lieved that the controversy 
be­ 
tween the North and South could 
be amiccably adjusted. 
The special session of Congress! 
which began in July, 1861, 
ad-j 
journed in August of that 
year. 
The day before the adjournment ; 
Johnson proposed that the various 
state legislatures send 
delegates 
to a convention at Louisville, Ken­ 
tucky, for the purpose of 
com­ 
promising and adjusting the dif­ 
ferences between the States. The 
defeat of this measure seems to 
have convincd him that the major­ 
ity party was bent upon war. 
Soon after 
the 
adjournment, 
Johnson made a short 
visit 
to 
Virginia. 
On his return to Mis­ 
souri he entered the war on 
the 
side of the South. 
Johnson absented himself from 
the regular session of 
Congress 
which began on December 2, 1861, 
an act which led to the introduc­ 
tion of a resolution for his ex­ 
pulsion from the United Senate. 
The resolution was referred to the 
committee on 
judiciary, 
which 
found him guilty of making and 
circulating secession speeches and 
of willfully 
absenting 
himself 
from his seat. 
After considering 
the report the Senate on January

Observance of two watchwords 
moan successful preserving once 
your Jams and Jellies are made— 
cleanliness and a tight seal. The 
principle back of these two watch­ 
words Is the total exclusion of the 
microorganisms In the air which 
cause 
spoilage 
Your Jams and 
Jellies while they are hot are prac­ 
tically sterile Turn your attention 
to the Jars and their covers and 
even the sealing rings. Jars, glasses 
and covers should be thoroughly 
washed, then sterlllxed In boiling 
water. 
Fill them while they are 
still hot from the sterilizing water, 
and seal immediately so that air 
cannot enter 
The advantage of 
glass Is that It can he so thoroughly 
and so quickly sterilized. 
P ro p e r Seal Important 
If Jelly glasses are used, leave a 
»¿•inch apace at the top. Cover at 
once with »¿-Inch of hot paraffin, 
taking care that no air bubbles pre­ 
vent a complete seal over the top 
and around the edges. When cool, 
cover the glasses with scalded tin 
covers 
If jars are used, be sure first that 
the lids are In perfect condition 
and that each Jar has a Ud that 
fits; m ak e certain of this before 
the fruit is poured Into the con­ 
tainer The rubber ring that makes 
the seal airtight between the lid 
and the Jar is of paramount Im­ 
portance.
